Amendment as to Failure 
of Defendant to Testify 
Loses in Senate 


Asserbly Committee Plans 
to Table Habitual 
Criminal Bill

SACRAMENTO, April 5. (Exclu- 
sive)—Apperently because San Fran- 


ate today voted down Constitutional 
Amendment No. 10, an important 
item in the anticrime program, thus 
refusing the people of the State the 
right to decide the matter at the 
next general elections. 

Notice of reconsideration was giv- 
en by Senator Lyon of Los Angeles, 
however, and the matter is expected 
to come up again tomorrow. 

The amendment, which was intro- 


duced by Senator Baker of Salinas 
and drawn by Maj. Walter K. Tuller, 
chairman of the State Crime Commis- 
sion, provided that district attorneys 
might have the right to make men- 
tion of the fact that a defendant 
failed to take the witness stand. In 
case of a Constitutional amendment 
receiving the sanction of both 
houses of the Legislature it is placed 
upom the ballot for the decision of 
the electorate. 


HOW THEY VOTED 


The vote was 19 in favor of the 
amendment and 15 against. As it 
necessitates a two-third vote to car- 
ry, it required twenty-seven votes for 
success. The roll call follows:

ment, in spite of the fact that their 
action would not be i.nal, as in the 
case of a bill. 
Anotber of the amendments, No. 
8, which would permit the court to 
comment on the evidence and give 
the jury the benefit of his advice 
and his experience, will be before 
the Senate tomorrow.

The permit had 
been denied on the ground that in 
his application Thille did not specify 
whether the garage would be erect- 
ed thirty feet or more from the street 
line, in accordance th the ordi- 
covering that district. 

In issuing the writ. of mandate, 
Judge Clock ruled that the ordinance 
was uygconstitutional. The Board 
of Public Works appealed from this 
decision. 

Before the higher court Thille’s at- 
torneys attacked the ordinatice on 
the ground that it fe not essential to 
public welfare. serves only the es- 
thetic purposes which are not with- 
in the power of a city to enforce, 
and unjustly deprives property own- 
ers of the right to use their prem- 
ises as they see fit. 

The Appellate Court decided that 
the ordinance has a reasonable basis 
in the charter and is similar to the 
zoning ordinances which have been 
‘upheld by all the bigher courts.
